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A Step Ahead 


Central offers advanced 
classes for motivated 
achievers. 


Central boasts several new 
programs for academically ad- 
vanced students. They are Ad- 
vanced Placement English 11 
International Baccalaureate 
Program, and Gifted English. 

AP 11 is a college-level Amer- 
ican literature class which fo- 
cuses on interpreting complete 
works of literature and writing 
literary analyses. The pre - re- 
quisistes are: A or B in Honors 
English courses, BST reading 
score of 90th percentile, a 10th 
grade teacher's recommenda- 
tion and parental permission. 

Students read 10 novels, 4 
plays, essays, short stories, 
and poems. They participate in 
class and small-group discus- 
sions as well as write personal 
responses to works. Journal 
writing, research paper, and vo- 
cabulary study are also includ- 
ed. 


IB is a program for highly 
motivated students with an em- 
phasis on world literature. The 
program originated through in- 
ternational schools set up for 
students of foreign countries. It 
was so successful that schools 
throughout the world recog- 
nized a highly academic pre - 
university program. Any stu- 
dent who is highly motivated 
with successful reading and 
writing skills is eligible. 

This program begins in 9th 
grade. The class participates in 
writing extended essays and 
thinks about the relationship of 
all disciplines. This class must 
also participate in community 
activities and service. A typical 
class period promotes critical 
thinking skills and creative abil- 
ity.

Central Students Shine 
in Special Projects 


This year, many interesting 
projects have taken place at 
Central by students. Three 
teachers, Mrs. Brown, Mrs. Hin- 
esley, and Mrs. Middleton, were 
asked to explain some of the 
projects that were assigned in 
their classes. 

Mrs. Brown, a Social Studies 
teacher, assigned projects to 
her Mankind CEG classes, and 
her honors American History 
classes. In Mankind classes, 
the project was called “Create 
A Nation.” Students had to cre- 
ate a utopian society to elimi- 
nate all crime, pain, and des- 
peration. This project involved 
much work, including a study of 
the present Constitution, law 
cases, controversial issues, 
and research to justify their na- 
tion state. The students en- 
joyed the project because they 
could imagine that they were in 
charge of solving the world’s 
problems and finding a solu- 
tion. 

In American History Honors, 
students had to make a mini - 
movie which included events 
from 1860 - 1920, There was a 
wide variety of topics, such as 
Inventors and Women, 

In Mrs. Hinesley’s Mankind 
Seminar class, students com- 
pleted projects on music and 
fine arts in various countries 
and cultures. Each project 
counted as a test and was grad- 
ed on creativity and thourough- 
ness. The students seemed to 
enjoy doing their projects, and 
Mrs. Hinesley wanted her stu- 
dents to learn the subject mat- 
ter as it was presented in differ- 


ent manners, according to each 
project. A little later in the year 
while they were studying music, 
Mrs. Knight visited the class 
dressed in 16th century 
clothes. She talked to them 
about madrigal music, and 
taught them a stately court 
dance. 

In Mrs. Middleton's 9th grade 
English class, students took 
the short story “Split Cherry 
Tree’’ by Jesse Stuart and 
made it into a play. The stu- 
dents wrote the script them- 
selves. They also appointed 
prop and scenery committees, 
as well as student directors, 
and of course, the actors them- 
selves. The play was performed 
for the kindergarten class at 
Winship School, and the stu- 
dents in the class who were not 
involved in the play critiqued 
the play as it was performed. 

In her Foreign Relations 
classes, projects were assiqned 
concerning the Islam religion 
including the politics of Middle 
East. The students made video 
tapes, talk shows, and game 
shows to portray different top- 
ics, which included different 
readings and Jewish/Muslim 
relations. Mrs. Middleton want- 
ed her students to learn from 
the projects how to become 
“lifetime learners” and people 
who would take responsibility 
for their own education. She be- 
lieves that projects are the best 
teaching method because they 
allow students to take responsi- 
bility to manage themselves 
and to learn to work together 
and with others.

James Brown is the di- 
rector. The purpose of 
the program is to be a 
constructive approach 
used for disciplinary ac- 
tion. This is used to help 
the student learn more 
about his/her behavior 
when it becomes de- 
structive to the educa- 
tional program. There 
are four categories of of- 
fenses which cause stu- 
dents to be sent to ISS: 
aggressive behavior, dis- 
ruptive behavior, crimi- 
nal behavior, or rebel- 
lious behavior. 

When a student is sent 
to ISS, there are five ba- 
sic rules to be followed: 
be on time, be prepared, 
respect others and self, 
Stay on task, and demon- 
strate self-control. Stu- 
dents also have to fill out 
a questionnaire and a 
student outlet form. 

While in ISS, the stu- 
dent’s days follow the 


same routine. When 
he/she enters, the stu- 
dent is not allowed to 
talk, eat, or chew gum. 
He/she is required to 
keep up with all class- 
room assignments. No 
student is allowed to 
leave the ISS room with- 
out supervison. Lunch is 
served in the trailer, and 
all school privileges are 
taken away from the stu- 
dent. The student must 
speak and act in a re- 
spectful way to the teach- 
er and whisper when 
help is needed. 

Mr. Brown hopes that 
the students that are 
sent to the ISS trailer will 
learn from their mis- 
takes. He also hopes that 
they will change their at- 
titudes and stay out of 
trouble. 

It seems that the In 
School Suspension pro- 
gram is a successful one. 
Perhaps students will 
think twice before com- 
mitting an offense. The 
trailer waits!
